McGill. The new date was an- 
nounced by Rtt-scl H Merifield. 
President of the Students' So- 
ciety, in an official statement 
yesterday. The text of the state- 
ment follows: 

"The meeting of the MrGlll Stu- 
dent Society which was poMponrd 
from last Monday « ill take place 
Tuesday. Feb. 20th. at 3.00 p.m. in 
the McGill Union Ballroom.'" 
Deadline Advanced. 

A; the same time it was an- 
nounced that tne last date for re- 
ceiving nominations for major 
campus positions has been changed 
Originally .-el for Wednesday. Feb- 
ruary 2Sth, the new date is Thurs- 
day, February 29th. 

The change was made, it was an- 
nounced. becau>e it was felt thai 
the first date set was too soon after 
the mid-term recess to permit ade- 
quate consideration of candidates. 
The offices to be filled include the 
presidency of the Student's society, 
the president, vice-president, and 
secretary of the McGill union, and 
numerous oihers. The election will 
take place on March 13th. 

The specal general meeting of 
the Society was called last week 
by Ruîs Merif.eid after he had re-

ON PROPAGANDA 

'Here Lies tlie Truth,' Is 
Topic 

Will Discuss Degree of Pro- 
paganda in Printed Matter 
on Market 



Colonel Wilfrid Bovcy, Director 
of Extra-mural Relations at McGill, 
« ill address tin- Psychological 
Society m the Grill Room of the 
McGill Union on Wednesday eve- 
ning next. February 21st, ut 8 p.m. 

In his topic. •'Here Lies the 
Truth.'' Colonel Bovcy will examine 
current periodicals in an endeavour 
to find out exactly how much truth 
and how much propaganda they 
contain. 

A member of the executive of the 
society, when interviewed last 
night . emphasized ihe fact that 
every tree-thinking individual 
should be aware of the degree of 
propaganda which is contained m 
the enormous volume of printed 
material which is on the market 
today. 

••Propaganda." he stated, "is be- 
coming more and more effective as 
time goes on. Those concerned with 
its machinations are becoming adept 
in its use to the greatest advantage. 
If. thcrforc. Canadian citizens, and 
more specifically, college students, 
are to have a clear understanding 
of conditions in the world today, 
toy must be able to recognize 
propaganda when they sec it, and 
to understand the purpose to which 
its has been applied." 

In conclusion, he pointed out that 
the aim of the propagandist is to 
make the public believe in his 
statements, whether they arc true 
or false good or bad. He cares 
little for the adverse effect upon 
the public, but is merely intent 
upon obtaining his desired end.

Miss King is Ihe head of the 
Montreal School of Social Service 
here, mid has done social service 
work in England. She advocates 
the training of voluntary workers 
because they are valuable. She 
herself was a voluntary worker, 
and .she had the opportunity to 
study them, and feels that with a 
little training they would be of 
great value to the public. Miss 
King will tell the women students 
what opportunities for doing social 
work there are for those who 
graduate with a college degree. 

After Miss King has spoken there 
will be discussion and questions, 
the whole meeting not lasting 
longer than three-quarters of an 
hour. 

Other speakers In this .scries will 
be Alex Sim who will discuss the 
opportunities there are in rural 
communities and small towns for 
work in adult education and such 
groups.

The McGill Outinc Club, ai it i* call- 
ed, is an outgrown h of the McGill Ski Club. 
Due to a little technicality, the M.O.C. was 
disallowed from using ns old name "Mc- 
Gill Ski Club" when it wa* found that any 
student body on the campus bearing that 
name must limit its membership to racing 
skiers belonging 10 ihe McGill ski teams. 

At any rate, in past years the mem- 
bership of non-racing students proved to 
be rather mythical as the only people who 
were benefitting in any way from the Ski 
Club were the members of the ski teams. 
So this year, after suitable agitation, a 
new executive was put into office and the 
McGill Outing Club was formed. 

The main tnsk «a 1 to inspire confi- 
dence and to shew that the coilege could 
offer something to non-competitive skiing. 

The most glaring fauit tackled "a? 
that of the modern tendency to make every- 
body ski-tow addicts. So many students 
have become accustomed to expecting all 
their skiing enjoyment from expensive 
equipment and give it the hardest wear, 
that they have become veritable collectors 
of ski gadgets or exponents of muscular 
control, instead of realizing that skiing was 
meant to be a pleasant means ol getting 
around. 

So a very important function of the 
Outing Club'c program for thie year is to 
teach McGill skiers why. how. and where 
to use their knowledge of skiing. 

The thrill of riding ekiic on carefully 
prepared trails at high Kpoedt has beeu 
"played on" lor years, but quite compar- 
able with this is the thrill of climbing a 
great hill like Grand View or Loup Garou 
and having & story-book panorama cpread 
out at one's feet to review. One doesn't 
need to 6c a "Kannonnen" — -muni ler^ a 
possessor of expensive equipment— to enjoy 
jt^ie joys of skiing to the utmost. 

The acquisition of Mr. H. S. Johann- 
sen as ciiicf guide and tour technician and 
also the aid of his daughter Alice It just 
dne example of the Club's good fortune. 
The "Jackrabbit's" knowledge of Laureu- 
tian trail- is second to none and thue by 
eliminating fears ol getting lost, with the 
leader* carrying first aid equipment, waxes, 
spare point.-, etc., the hazards of trail skiing 
have been eliminated. 

To date five tours have been run off. 
The next and longest one is scheduled for 
the "long weekend" when a proposed trip 
from Labelle south to St. Sauveur hat btcu 
for. 

With regard to future tours, the com- 
mittee is beginning to wonder how to ac- 
commodate all those expected to patrpnisu 
the spring jaunts -the tunc of the ycai 
when touring Rally get.- under way. 

Apart from organized i-ki tours, much 
has been done along other lines. Suffice to 
*ay that seventy-two racers are working 
•long with ski-school instructor George 
Swinton to form the largest and beat "/arm" 
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school the ski teams hnv* ever had. — if only 
there «as ft coach to use all this willing 
but undo eloped talent. 

Then each fortnight ski movies are 
shmvn. The M.O.C. has its own ski-dôhoôï, 
while the Intcrfaeulty Ski Meet, the "Snow" 
Ball at the Park Slide, etc.. are all Outing 
Club Rctiv ities. 

One last won! concerning non-compet- 
ing skiers. These lours are for students 
who like to ski, If ski-tow skiing is I lie 
object, the Outing Club won't be any help, 
—except perhaps in running a boycott if 
that price on the tow ia increased to $1,50 
per day 

The Club i- primarily for touring skiers 
who like their skiing garnished with pow- 
der snow, ami who like to do it on the 
widest, cleanest open spaces in eastern Can- 
ada. It ia for those who wish each ski- 
outing to be an adventure in new country 
travelled, new trails run, and new friends 
made who will mix with the old.

RADIO FLASHES 



RADIO AND MUSIC. 

It ia common and almost trite to say that 
radio has increased the appreciation of music 
almost immeasurably. However, to attempt to 
pau|e .lust how far musical appréciai Ion has 
profiresred since the aohrnl of radio has been 
a task, shunned-and justifiably so— by most. 

But courageous men do exist; and one of 
thèse if Lelth Stevens, musical director for a 
number of CBS programs, Mr. Stevens boldly 
says that radio has advanced musical apprecia- 
tion by two hundred years. But let him 
fpeak for himself: 

Radio, with its Philharmonic-Symphony 
broàdcàtta, numerous concerts, the opera— and 
yes. the dance bands, too— has educated the 
fcncral public lo an amazing extent, in fact. 
1 d say that music appreciation has gone ahead 
XO years since the advent of radio. 

"We only enjoy that which we know. You 
remember the stones of how Wagner and Bect- 
hovfcn were laughed off the stages when they 
introduced new kinds of music— just because 
no one had ever heard of anything like it be- 
fore. 

•'Their compositions were kept alive by 
small groups cf music lovers, until finally the 
world was won Over. But today Debussy. 
Stravinsky. ar.Q Ravel have been accepted in 
■ comparatively short ipace of i;me. 

"If ;t had r.ot been for radio, which made 
the compositions fjm.liar to the public, the 
works of these chaps would have taken 200 
years to reach w idespread popularity." 
* * * 

We would fee; aomewhat guilty to leave 
Mr. 5:evens sitting dangerously out on the 
hmb, without appending a: leaf, some com- 
ment. We o hesitate at the spur of the moment 
to agree with Mr. Stevens" estimate of two 
hundred years progress in the space of slightly 
mere than ter. years — for regular broadcasts of 
serious music to large radio audiences were 
initiated hardly more than ter, years ago. 

Generally speaking however, one cannot 
deny thé truth in Mr. Stevens' effusion. The 
strength of the influence of radio in this re- 
spect hes in the consistently tremendous au- 
dience that it allows good music to reach and 
in its ability to provide the most talented musi- 
cians for that vast aud.ence.

The foreign policy 
of a democracy must be the cumU' 
Intive views of individual citizens 
and if these views are to be sound 
they must in turn be the consc 
quence of a widely diffused know! 
edge." 

"From this duty no country i 
exempt. Certainly not Canada. She 
Is a sovereign nation and cannot 
take her attitude to the world 
docilely from Britain, or from the 
United States, or from anybody 
else. A Canadian's first loyally ,is 
not to the British Commonwealth 
of Nations, but to* Canada, and those 
who deny this are doing, to my 
mind, a great dis-service to thi 
Commonwealth. If the Common 
wealth, in a crisis is to speak will 
one voice it will only bo because 
the component parts have though 
out for themselves their own spe 
cial problems, and made their con 
tribution to the discussion so tha 
a true common factor of policy can 
be reached." 

"In the past we have been far too 
fond of blind antagonisms. Thi 
popular mind has been pro one na 
lion or anti another, 'phil' one thing 
or 'phobc' something else, very 
largely out of a vague sentiment o 
prejudice. That attitude is impos 
siblc today. Things are too seriou 
for more prejudice and sentiment.

Round Table Report, 
fo the Editor of the McGill Daily 
Dear Sir.— 1 have been asked to 
repent In your columns the repor' 
which I gnva at the Women's Union 
Round Tablo Conference on Feb. (I. 
as Women's Union Uelegnle to the 
C S A. Conference at St. Anne's. 

The aim of ihe Conference was lo 
slinuilnlr university students to 
think more about Iho welfnre of 
Canada, and lo draw up the C. S A. 
programme for Ihe next two yrtr/ 
The four topic* under discussion 
were: 

1, National Union and Nation- 
hood. 

2. Canada and World Affairs. 

3 Extension of University 
Education. 

4. Improvement of University 
Education. 

These questions were discussed in 
plenary sessions, In commissions, 
and in small groups of twos and 
ihrees; discussed by students, both 
English and French, of twenty-one 
colleges scattered throughout the 
Dominion. The result? The students: 
present got a lot off their chests, but 
I think, also got som-Mhlng into 
their heads,— a knowledge of the 
Canada which lie» beyond their 
own particular region; a desire to 
lesrn more about Canada, with a 
view to solving her economic and 
social problems; a feeling of rcspon 
sibility with regard to the future of 
the country; and a somewhat exag 
gerated idea of the importance of 
the immediate role which tncy are 
to play in the life of the community. 

At the conference matters were 
discussion radically in the literal 
sense of the word. This theoretical 
viewpoint, coupled as it was with a 
sound knowledge of fact which 
some delegates showed, made the 
discussions worthwhile. The tcrrm 
•radical," "seditious." and "an'.i- 
Bntish," applied to the conference 
as a whole arc, I think, quite un- 
just. They may have been true with 
respect to a small minority. The 
views of these few gained undue 
prominence, but only because the 
more conservative delegates failed 
to defend their stand with enough 
enthusiasm. 

If the C. S. A. is to be a success, 
it must have the tempering influ- 
ence and the suppoTt of the student 
body as a whole. It is up to the 
students to decide whether or not 
such an organization is worthwhile, 
and whether or not they are will- 
ing to support one. I would urge 
every member of the Women'i 
Union to give this matter her earn- 
est consideration.

This McGill team left 
Montreal FridAy afternoon, ptayed 
a hard game in Kingston that night 
and at 12.30 caught the train for 
Torohto where they arrived at 7.30 
in the morning. Yet at 2.30 in the 
afternoon this team waa expected 
to play one of the finest Varsity 
teams in years in one of the two 
matches which will probably décide 
the hockey championship. 

I Am not attempting to make any 
excuses for the team. They don't 
need any. and they would be the 
last to offer this absurd schedule aft 
an excuse for losing to a finê Tor- 
onto team. For the first two per- 
iods on Saturday afternoon the two 
teams played an even match. But 
in the third period the inevitable 
happened. The tired McGill team 
was unable to keep up with the 
fresher Varsity team in the last 
period. 

Last year was exactly the same 
and a glance back at the records 
ahows that some of McGill's teams 
have been defeated or tied by Tor- 
onto's teams, that they easily de- 
feated Montreal in the last period 
at Varsity arena. 

After having made the trip both 
as a player and as a spectator I am 
firmly convinced that this schedule 
of two games with but fourteen 
hours between them and most of 
that on a train has much to do with 
the usual result in Toronto. If we 
want to see McGill hockey teams 
retain their intercollegiate cham- 
pionship, one of the things that must 
be done is to arrange for a more 
suitable schedule than this so called 
"Suicide Trip." 

Nothing that has been said above 
should be taken as in any way de* 
trading from Toronto's victory on 
Saturday, Nor is it an apology for 
McGill's failure to win. It is simp

Although I hate to write about it 

I feel I must do It. its really an 
awful thing to do. But what can 
I do? I must confess that it it. 

Con- 
fucius said: it's Ihc godarnn Tele- 
mark! The sore point in the eyes 
of the ski ethlclstl But as said 
,-ibovr it is sometimes useful (deep 
powder Anow) and even necessary 
for the cross country skier. 

Here It i«; The fturni outside 
ski is brought well ahesd (three to 
four feeti. IT is twisted in the 
turning direction (Tclemark posi- 
tion). The weight is almost entire- 
ly on the Inside ski. That has the 
effect that the body is leaned back- 
wards (regarding the outside ski). 
NOW; the weight is pushed forward 
from the inside (backward) ski. 
The latter ski is finally brought 
forward (no edging!). 

This Is the actual turn. You 
may execute it in two different 
ways: jerked and dragged. If you 
turn the outside ski with an 
energetic twist, then it is jerked. 
If you shift your weight after the 
completed twist of the forward ski 
they call it "dragged." 

The whole affair doesn't look 
very beautiful but beauty doesn't 
interfere with efficiency. It is 
against my heart to have explained 
it. and therefore with a broken 
heart: So long, folks.

Two major contributions to this 
country's students may be recog- 
nized in Mic results of the two vests 
«t Canadian Student Assembly ac- 
tivity. The most material of those 
is the establishment of a plan of 
Federally granted scholarships 
which has come into effect directly 
•fter a campaign conducted by the 
C.S.A. Immediately following a 
regional conference in Ottawa last 
ring, the federal government an- 
a scheme whereby S22.V- 
000 •would be granted over a period 
of three years by both the Domin- 
ion and interested Provincial Gov- 
ernments. Although Quebec has not 
yet entered into the scheme, it has 
already announced its intention to 
do so early next fall. 

The second major contribution 
cannot be reckoned in dollars and 
cents. The C.S.A. has greatly fur- 
thered better understanding be- 
tween the two great people.-, of this 
country. Out of all its conferences 
has come the same spirit of amity 
between the French and English 
Canadians as they sincerely ration- 
alized the:r age-old differences, dis- 
content with superficial assurances 
of sympathy. This spirit is intang- 
ible but powerful in ensuring this 
country a really national status. 
Thé C.S.A. is the only movement 
■feat has the full confidence of 
rrench Canada. As Professor Lower 
of Manitoba University has put it. 
"History la being made." 

These are by no means the only 
accomplishments of the C.S.A. 
Through the national conference of 
1B37. the Canadian committee for 
campus co-operatives was organ- 
ized. An attempt was made at Mc- 
Gill to establish a book co-op. the 
committee working on this project 
having beer, made a sub-committee 
of toe Students" Council. The plan 
apparently fell through for the time 
being, however, when this sub-com- 
mittee disintegrated after submit- 
ting its recommendations saying 
"Now it is up to the Students' 
Council." Co-operatives, especially 
in residences, however, are well 
under way on other campuses. 
Again the organization of co-ops is 
on the agenda of the McGill branch 
of the C.S.A. 

Concrete achievements are the ul- 
timate results of a suggesuoc made 
by a committee on this campus. 
One of the recommendations was 
the establishment of a course in 
music appreciation. Such has beer, 
done. The same may be said of the 
suggestions regarding compulsory 
attendance in the upper years and 
the urging of provisional spring 
registration. This year a similar 
committee has been formed by the 
Arts Undergraduate Society and the 
Women's Union in conjunction with 
the McGill branch of the C.S A 
••This committee is at present draw- 
ling up a report which it will prê- 
tent to the Faculty for discussion. 

The stimulus of the adult educa- 
tion movement of St. Francois 
.Xavier University in Nova Scotia, 
jmd the reports of the C.S-A. na- 
tional secretary on his tour of the 
Orient have led to a greater sense 
.of responsibility on the part of 
those students who are in the or- 
ganization. The McGill branch of 
toe C.S.A. hopes to set up a speak- 
ers' bureau which will enable stu- 
dents to contribute more directly 
to the outside world. Three McGill 
students are at present working in 
toe educational department of the 
Garment Workers Un.on. All three 
•of these are active in the C.S.A. 

The McGill brancn fceis that a 
national movement is an essentia! 
to some of these activities and a 
vital stimulus to all. Jt has seen 
..and does see jobs to be done and 
will attempt to do them to the best 
of its ability. Although it has never 
asked permission of anyone to 
carry on its program, it mobilizes 
all the support available lor its 
projects.

In my letter I did in 
no way uphold the manner used 
to break up the CS.A. meeting I 
merely stated that the C.S.A. couW 
blame no one but itself for the re- 
action on this campus as well as 
on the other campuses throughout 
Canada. 

However, the issue as 1 sec it at 
present is— How can we lorm a na- 
tional organization for Canadian stu- 
dents which will include the best 
points of both the C.S A. and the 
X.F.C.U.S.? Is it not possible for 
such an amalgamation to take place 
on a sane, constitutional basis? It 
is to be hoped that at the meeting 
on Tuesday some steps will be taken 
to achieve this end

NATIONAL RESEARCH COUNCIL 

BURSARIES, STUDENTS II IPS. 
FF.M.OWSIIirH AND SPECIAL 
SCHOLARSHIPS 

The National Research Council 
has considered Iho views expressed 
by eminent educational and re- 
search authorities that more 
adequate provision should be made 
in Canada to assist the most prom- 
ising new graduates in science to 
proceed with post-graduate training 
in research. 

The Council considers that assist- 
ance to such students to proceeo 
with their first year of post- 
graduate research work, should be 
rendered by the Council in co- 
operation with Canadian universi- 
ties and, consequently, it has de- 
cided to reserve its Bursaries for 
applicants in this category, on the 
condition that the university at 
which a Bursary is held shall waive 
or otherwise provide tuition fees. 

Owing to keen competition, 
Bursaries have usually been award- 
ed, in the past, to persons with 
one or more year's post-graduate 
research experience. Applicants in 
this category are eligible to apply 
for Studentships, the number of 
which has been increased. 

Bursaries of the value of $230 will 
be open to award to applicants who 
have graduated with high distinc- 
tion in scientific study. 

Studentships of the value of $650 
will be open to award to applicants 
who have had experience in re- 
search work in science for at least 
one year following graduation. 

Fellowship! of the value of $750 
will be open to award to applicants 
who have given distinct evidence 
of capacity to conduct independent 
research in science. 

Special Scholarships tenable at 
the National Research Council in 
Ottawa, in certain fields in which 
these laboratories possess special 
equipment for research work which 
is not available al Canadian Uni- 
versities, may be awarded as 
follows: 

Four Post-Graduate Scholarships 
of the value of $750, tenable for 
twelve months, will be open to 
award lo applicants who have to 
their credit at least one year of 
post-graduate work leading to a 
Master's degree or equivalent, and 
whose applications are approved by 
a Canadian university. Althougn 
other departments of science are 
not excluded, applications In the 
field of Engineering will receive 
preferred consideration. 

Two Posl-Doctorate Scholarships 
of the value of $1,000, tenable for 
twelve months, will be open lo 
award to applicants who, having 
completed their work for the Ph.D. 
degree, desire to profit from Ihe 
experience lo be gained in the 
laboratories of the National Re- 
search Council, before going into 
industrial or other work. 

Travelling Allowance — Grantees 
who have lo travel 300 miles or 
more may, al the discretion of the 
Council, be granted an allowance 
toward travelling expenses. Such 
travel grants shall be based on Ihe 
dulance between the point where 
the award is tenable and Ihe point 
where a grantee was located during 
the preceding year. 

Qualifications required arc detail- 
ed in the regulations governing 
awards. Applications should be 
strictly confined lo condidalcs with 
outstanding records, both in their 
undergraduates and post-graduate 
courses. 

March First is the final date on 
which applications may be mailed. 

Application Forms and copies of 
the regulations governing Bursaries, 
Studentships and Fellowships, and 
separate regulations governing lue 
Special Scholarships, may be ob- 
tained from the Registrar of your 
University. Mail applications direct 
lo "The Secretary-Treasurer, Na- 
tional Research Council, Ottawa.'

Somo professors conduct their 
classes as If they were talking to 
a group of sponges who must only 
absorb and never offer ideas. Fre- 
quently this type of instructor v/ill 
pause a moment in his monologue 
lo reflect on his eloquence or try lo 
remember If he Is supposed to take 
home a head of lettuce at noon. But 
he always regrets this action be- 
cause usually a rebel student will 
desperately snatch at the oppor- 
tunity to discuss an idea.

THE COLLEGE OWNS A RIFLE; 
STUDENTS TEST BULLET SPEED 



Hanover, N.H.— Dartmouth Col- 
lege is the owner of, among other 
interesting and diverse items, a .22 
calibre rifle, a large number of 
small carts, such as are used to 
carry blocks for very small chil- 
dren, one engine driven by the 
motive power of tap-water, at least 
five extremely heavy sacks of sand, 
and lots of 12-foot long steel 
springs. 

OBJECTS STORED IN WILDER 
These varied and seemingly un- 
related objects are' all stored away 
in the second and third floors of 
Wilder Hall, commonly known as the 
"physics building." where, for many 
years, they have been part and 
parcel of equipment used in the 
lab classes of Physics 1-2, 7-8 and 
11-12. 

Probably the most notable of 
these mechanical devices is the 
".22", which is usually fired off 
once or more a day in the corridor 
halfway between the two top floors 
of Wilder. It is here that budding 
physicists reach Ihe culmination of 
a year or more of waiting, when in 
their sophomore year Ihey are as- 
signed the experiment to determine 
Ihe sped of a rifle bullet. 

Of course Ihe riflemen of Wild- 
er Hall are limited in their target 
practice as the .22 is only aimed it. 
Ihe general direction of a small, 
swinging bob. From the angle 
which this bob makes with the per- 
pendicular when deflected by Ihs 
.22 Kleanbore "short", students daily 
compute Ihe speed wilh which the 
inoffensive piece of lead travels. 
This speed, incidentally, which hat 
been known all the lime by Pro- 
fessor Joseph W. Tanch, who 
teaches the lab courses, is roughly 
the same as the speed of sound, 
1,100 feel a second. 

The small carts arc not, as was 
Indicated at the start, used to trans- 
port children's blocks, but thoy are 
employed to carry specific brass 
weights down an inclined plane. 
From, observations made during the 
course of the experiment, physics 
students calculate interesting data 
as lo acceleration and velocity and 
such. 

USE PAILS AND TUBES. 
The "water engine," as it is 
termed, consists of two large pails, 
numerous rubber tubes, the lao 
faucet, a column of mercury ana 
other detailed apparatus. Expéri- 
menta uith Ihe machine deter- 
mine efficiency, power, and work 
The heavy sandbags are employed 
in an experiment proving the worth 
of Ihe mechanical pulley. Sus- 
pended from the ceiling, the long 
steel springs are shaken, and the
